Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, "the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless 
the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been 
considered. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 4 through 1 7 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from another multiple dependent claim and 
must refer to claims in the alternatively only. See MPEP § 608.0 l(n). Accordingly, the claims 
not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 4 through 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

With regard to claim 1, the scope of the claimed invention is rendered indefinite by the 
recitation of phrases such as "possibly including only one float", "preferably made of metal", 
"such as surfaces of sections" and "preferably spherical in shape" through out the claim. 
Specifically, it is not clear if the elements recited are encompassed by the scope. For the purpose 
of prosecution on the merits, the Examiner has considered it Applicant's intent to positively 
recite the elements as part of the claimed invention. Claims 2 and 3 are similarly rejected and 
interpreted for the same and/or similar recitations throughout. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 through 3 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

7. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either comply with 
all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not complied with. See 37 
CFR 1.111(b) and MPEP § 707.07(a).
